DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to the After Final Amendment filed on September 
9, 2009. Claims 1 & 4-21 are pending and are allowable for reasons of record. Claims 
2-3 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 & 4-21 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record, Bullock et al. (US 2003/0082416), does 
not disclose, teach, or suggest a fuel cell comprising a plurality of fitting parts 
corresponding to a plurality of different fuel cartridges where a selecting part makes 
usable one fitting part to be selectively fitted into a specified cartridge among said 
plurality of fitting parts. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
